Describe present and historic physical appearance. 

The house  is located  a short  d i s t ance  north of VA Route 666 in  a grove of t r e e s .  The large 
square  two-story log house  is sheathed in  l a t e  nineteenth-century weatherboard. with ves t ige  
of ea r l i e r  beaded weatherboard.  The house  has  a project ing log plate enc losed  in  a la ter  
bracketed  cornice ,  a sawn bargeboard,  and s a w n  c o r n i c e  decora t ion ,  returned cornices  in  
the g a b l e s ,  a c i rcular  louvered vent  in  the  w e s t  g a b l e ,  and  a n  unusual  pair of coursed 
rubble double-shouldered two-story chimneys linked by a s t o n e  wall  approximately f ive  f e e t  
high.  The roofing material ,  s id ing ,  and ornament a l l  d a t e  from the  second half of the nine- 
teenth  century,  as  d o  the  six-over-six double-hung s a s h  windows flanking the four-paneled 
central  entry door,  which is equipped with s ide l igh t s  and a transom. A one-story porch with 
sawn brackets  and turned pos t s  extends  a c r o s s  the principal  (south)  f ron t .  

The f loor plan i s  one  of the  h o u s e ' s  most unusual  f ea tu res .  Each f loor conta ins  a front and 
rear  range of two rooms.  The front (south)  and rear  pair of rooms a r e  nearly equal  in  depth: 
each  i s  divided by s tud  partitions in to  two rooms of unequal  s i z e .  The frontand rear  ranges  eac 
resemble a conventional  hall-parlor dwel l ing ,  but  the  double-pi le  form in  relat ion to th is  
plan type i s  unknown e l sewhere  in  the region.  The two s e c t i o n s  show no  s igns  of different  
construct ion d a t e s  and a r e  linked by the  equal ly  unusual  s t o n e  wal l  joining the  pair of 
s tone  chimneys on t h e  e a s t  wa l l .  The mantel in  the  s o u t h e a s t  room is enriched with 
Federal-style reeding,  molding, and t a b l e t s ,  whi le  the  mantel i n  the nor theas t  room h a s  been  
removed. Wni le  many smal ler  hall-parlor houses  have  a chimney a t  only one e n d ,  i t  seems 
unusua l  for  a house  of th is  s i z e  ( thirty-one by thirty+one feet) t o  have unheated rooms a t  
t h e  w e s t  end ,  but  there  is no  indicat ion of ear l ie r  f i r ep laces  on tha t  wa l l .  A c losed-s t r inger  
s t a i r  with square  ba lus te r s  and  newel pos t s  r i s e s  in  the  nor theas t  r0orn.A beaded baseboard 
survives  in  the s o u t h e a s t  room. but most other  trim d a t e s  from the  l a t e  n ineteenth  century.  

Immediately north of the house  a coursed rubble s t o n e  chimney . from 3 former de tached  
ki tchen re ta ins  i t s  sands tone- l ined f irebox and iron crane  wi th  hook. The remaining out- 
bui ld ings ,  including a board-and-batten meathouse ,  a frame drive-through corncrib,  a 
frame barn ,  and two frame ga rages  d a t e  from the l a t e  n ineteenth  century o r  ear ly  twentieth 
century.  The meathouse  is located northeast  of the house ,  but  the other  buildings a r e  in- 
f lec ted  toward a farm road t o  the  w e s t .  Few a l tera t ions  have  been  made t o  the  house  s i n c e  the  
early twentieth century .  A one-story porch a c r o s s  the  rear  (nor th)  wa l l  has  been e n c l o s e d .  
An early twentieth-century frame outbuilding located on the west side of the drive 
is also contributing.

The James Charlton Farm i s  eligible under criterion C a s  a n  unusual domestic examole 
of early nineteenth-century log construction employing a regionally uniquefc~~rtoomflocr plan. 
Exterior alteration in the mid- to la te  nineteenth century and construction of many of the farm' 
outbuildings durlng that penod or the ear lytwent ie th  century extend the per~od of significance 
The house and farm demonstrate the change and continuity typical of nineteenth-century farms 
in  the area,  but embody a form without parallel i n  the region. - 

Tames Charlton, who had the house built, died in 1825. He was born in 1752 in 
Lancaster County, Pennsylvania and moved to  southeast  Virqinia in the 1760s. He sett led on 
s i x t y - s e v e n  a c r e s  of l a n d  on Meadow Creek i n  1782 and o v e r  t ime  amassed 1,500 a c r e s  on 

Mt:adow and Plum creeks.  He built h is  house on the north s ide  of the Mud Pike (the Great 
Road) across  from the Seven Mile Tree, a local landmark. A t  James Charlton's death in 
1825, his widow Hannah (nge Sigler or Ziegler) was to  have "half of the dwelling house,  
being the back part",  a stable in front of the house and one in back, the kitchen, the 
Negro house,  smoke houce , corn house and half of the garden. In 1834, when the lands 
of James Charlton were divided, the house was included in the 477-acre "Home Tract" .  
In that year the e s t a t e  included two s l z v e s  (Keg ley )  . 
The house i s  located immediately north of what is known a s  the old M J ~  Pike, This 
road i s  the original Ingles Ferry Road, the principal transportation route through 
Southwest Virginia. It was superceded in the m i d - n f n e t e e n t h - c e n t u r y b y ;  t h e  Southwestern  
Turnpike or Rock Road.
